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Finer Discusses 
Future Economy 

Dominance by 
Managerial Class 
Declared Unlikely 

'There is little or no prospect of 
the theory of the 'managerial revo 
lutlon becoming an accomplished 
fact in the discernible future" stat- 
ed Dr. Herman Finer in leading off 
a discussion at last night's meeting 
of the Political Economy Cliib on 
the subject of who Is to control tlie 
contemporary economic system for 
the remainder of this century. 

Dr Finer, a former staff member 
of the London School of Economics 
and recently appointed special. ^on 
sultant on postwar problems to the 
Montreal branch of the Internation 
al Labour Office, criticized the hy 
pothesis put forward by Burnham 
that control of industrial production 
is tending to be concenbrated In the 
hands of the technocrats and de 
dared the whole idea was based 
on a, fundamentally faulty Interpre- 
tation of economic history, 

The discussion which followed 
touched on the many subsidiary 
points which would have to be dealt 
with in the attempt to dominate 
society by any one class. Control 
of monopoly, education and organ 
ized labor' were each analysed in 
this respect as they have been treat- 
ed In .the past and present. No 
definite conclusion was arrived at, 
but the general opinion prevailed 
that change must be slower than Is 
generally allowed o'f at present. 




Italy: It has been announced that the Canadian casualties in Italy 
to date have been comparatively low. In the two and one half months 
of the Italian campaign, the Canadians have reported 238 dead and 45 
missing. This is about four and one halt per cent, of all the casualties 
in Italy. 

Turkey: Turkey still keeps quiet about its war status, thus adding 
to the worries of the Germans. The Turkish foreign minister. In a press 
conference held recently slated that Turkey could be said to have moved 
closer to the Allied camp, but without becoming belligerent.

European Universities 
Protest Nazis' Oslo Act 



Guest of Honor and New Chancellor 



The action of the Nazi Gov- 
ernment in rounding up the 
students of Oslo University has 
called forth expressions of dis- 
gust and protest from many 
European countries. Sweden, 
which has taken the lead, has 
been followed by Finland and 
Hungary. It is reported that a 
storm of fury has been aroused 
in Budapest. 

Swiss newspapers and uni- 
versities have strongly attack- 
ed the measure. It Is regarded 
.as a confession of spiritual de- 
feat from the Nazis, and can 
have no other result than to in- 
crease the hatred of Germany. 
Zurich University students have 
passed a resolution openly con- \ 
demning the German move, and 
expressing sympathy for the 
condemned students who have 
refused to give way to the Ger- 
man yoke.

Prepared by 
N.Y. Museum 
Of Modern Art 



The exhibition, "Recent Develop- 
ments in Housing In Europe and 
America" opens to-day In the Focus 
Exhibition . Room, Engineering 
Building. This exhibition was pre- 
pared by the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York City and has 
been brought to McGill by the 
Architectural : Undergraduates So- 
ciety, 

The main body of the exhibition 
is composed of photographs of ex- 
emplary 'housing projects, six Euro- 
pean and six American. These ex- 
amples of good housing have been 
chosen lor their excellence in solv- 
ing the problems of site-planning, 
traffic control, and architecture 
design. Among the communities 
exhibited are workers projects In 
Germany and Finland and various 
urban and rural housing proJecU 
in America. 

To emphasize the need for plan- 
ning to-day the contrast Is.shown 
between the New England villages 
of«,the eighteenth century and the 
tmplanned slums of our present day 
cities. Planned communities point 
the way to an integration of ma- 
chine age production with thç re- 
spect for human and social values 
that characterized early . New Eng- 
land towns. 

The Exhibition will remain at 
McGill until December 18th, and Is 
open to all students an^l interested 
public.

His Excellency, the Right Honorable the Earl of Athlone the 
Visitor of McGill University, will attend the' special Convocation 
this afternoon at 4:00 p.m. in the Sir Arthur Currie Memorial 
Gymnasium-Armoury. The Governor-General will welcome Mc- 
Gill's newly-appointcd chancellor, ^Ir. Morris AV. Wilson, who will 
receive an Honorary Degree of Doctor of Laws, to be conferred on 
hiin by the University and presented by Dean W. H. Briltain, 

.*Y'cc-Principkl and Dean of 
Macdonnld College. In turn, 
the Chancellor will give degrees 
to the 100 medical and dental 
students who arc graduating at 
this special convocation made 
possible by the accelerated pro- 
gram of their facullifs. 

The title of Visitor of the Mc- 
Gill University was given to the 
Governor-General of Canada in 
1852 In the amended charter. The 
Governor-General is to "use and 
enjoy tho powers and authority of 
a Visitor". Therefore, the Earl of 
Athlone will continue the tradition 
in exercising his authority to report 
upon conditions and progress at Mc- 
gill His Excellency will be ac- 
companied by Sir Shuldhan Red- 
fern and an Aide de Camp. 

This special event will bring to- 
gether four chancellors: the Earl 
ofAthlonei as the chancellor o£ 
the University of London, Mr. Mor- 
ris Wilson, acting for the first tima 
as chancellor of the McGill Univer- 
sity, Archbishop Charbonneau, 
chancellor of the Université de 
Montreal, Honorable C. A. Dunning, 
chancellor of Queen's University, 
Mr. p. C. Coleman. McGiU's new 
Governor representing Bishop'f 
University and Monseigneur Mer« 
ault Rector of the Université A4 
Montreal will also be present 

The platform ' party will consist 
of the Board of Governors, the Sen- 
ate, and The Right Reverend John 
Dixon, the Lord Bishop of Mont- 
real.

Special Convocation 

This afternoon, a special convocation 
will be held in the Gymnasium, which the 
Earl of Athlone, Visitor to the University, 
will attend. Mr. Morris WilEon, the new 
chancellor, will confer the degrees upon the 
graduating medical and dental students, 
this being his first official act in his new 
position. Lectures have been cancelled for 
the occasion, the University authorities 
having taken this step in order to permit 
the student body and the staff to partici- 
pate in the convocation exercises. 

This is an opportunity for the student 
to show his interest in the welfare of the 
University and in the progress of his fel- 
low students. It is his opportunity to wit- 
ness the graduation of some one hundred 
medical students who are the most vital 
part of McGill, and who have proven their 
worth as students and citizens by success- 
fully finishing an accelerated course of 
study. 

The presence of the Governor General 
should be an added incentive to all étu- 
dente, because of his position in Dominion 
affairs, because of his office as Visitor of 
^the University, and particularly because 
^he is a man renowned for his service to the 
peoples of the British Empire both in peace 
and in war. 

The event will be the first opportunity 
of the students to sec the chancellor, and 
will be, in effect, his installation as head of 
the University. 

It is up to us to see that our guests and 
the new chancellor are not welcomed by a 
mere handful of students. Special scats 
have been reserved for the student 'body 
and if they are empty, the public will leave 
the exercises with a poor impression of Mc 
Gill undergraduates.

Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse you, 
do good to them that hate you, pray 
for them which dcspitcfully use you." 
la it possible? There are tew who have dared 
to try. They say.— yes. But la it probable? 
No, it is too hard a way, somethins whlen re- 
quires too much of us ever to bo more— than 
Jusf possible Yet it is the only way, the only 
certain way to world peace. We who arc ready 
to' make any sacriilce required by war cajmot 
discipline ourselves for the much sterner sacri- 
fices of peace. Yes, we will die. But can we 
live? 

"Love your enemies." What, the dirty sneak- 
ing inhuman Japs? "Pray for them that despHe- 

fully use you." Let the Nazi atrocities go im- 
avenged? "Vengeance It mine, sallh the Lord." 
This peace plan was made 3,000 years ago. To- 
day no post-war program can ever succeed 
unless this Is Us basis. Have you ever thought 
it out? Let us look at our tuual plans for set- 
tlement. 

We are to strip the enemy nations of their 
possessions. We are to try their leaders; «Ive 
them a taste o£ the suHerlng they inflict; make 
them learn their lesson carelully. This time 
they must know that aggression doesn't pay, 
What has happened in the past? Stealthily 
there developed discontent, smouldering hatred, 
feelings of inferiority whldi constantly whis- 
pered "Next time we will be able to do it, 
teach them Their lesson " When we were well 
anaesthetized with self-satlsfacUon, they found 
the men and the means again. It doesn't mat' 
ter very much what the outcome of the strug' 
gie is. Inevitably this policy Js repeated, de 
sbructlon, peace, destruction— darkness. This 
leaves iis two choices for a permanent settle 
ment. One is to deny our enemies their right 
as human beings to live, destroy them enturely 
or love them. 

But how can'you love your enemies? Love 
God, then you can take the first step to love, 
understanding. To understand you must look 
with clear eyes at the processes which have 
produced the situation. As soon as we do 
we realize that we are entirely free from blame. 
A certain amount of responsibility for this 
lies in our own selfishness. When we hav 
recognized this we begin to imderstand. Hatred 
of things they have done; bitterness for thmgs 
we have suffered, are natural, but they will 
always keep us from getting tthiSipeispectlve, 
Forgive the murder and istamtion of little 
children? Forget the agonies of the tortured? 
No. But how much of this was the outcome of 
our own selfish lives? Christ prayed as they 
drove the nails, "Father, forgive them for they 
know not what they do." We stand in as miich 
need of that prayer today. We know not what 
we do, neither we nor the enemy. 
"But in each other's dearest way we 
stand. 

And hiss and hate. And the blind fight , 

the blind." 
Idealistic nonsense? Perhaps. It would 
mean suffering, sacrif jce, constant struggle with 
our natural reactions. .; But r. we . were ready ; to 
sacrifice for the war, men,' women 'and ehitdren, 
comfort and happiness. Could we suffer to end 
suffering as we have fought to end war? All 
other means have failed us in the past. Why 
not try this way? The acceptance of its new 
ness and difficulty should be a challenge to our 
strength, not a sign of our weakness. 

The centurion rode up the dusty roac 
by his company of soldiers. He was con- 
ducting three condemned men to execution 
He had heard stories (who in Jerusalem 
hat not?) of thé wonders and magic mir- 
acles done by one of the men who staggerec' 
under the crosses. He had even been 
warned, "if he tries any of his fooling—". 
Why didn't 'the man do something? If he 
really had this strange power at his com 
mand why didn't he save himself; wreak 
his vengeance on the priests who had tor 
lured himî Poor silly fool, staggering 
weakly beneath the cross. 

At the end of that day the centurion 
bowed his head and said in fear, "Surely 
this was the Son of God."

Concluimos . «n el . présente 
artlculo là historia del asedio 
del Alcazar de Toledo. Antes 
de contlnuar deseo poner en 
daro que el proposito de esta 
columna es puramente el de dar 
a los estudlantes de Espanolima 
oporttmidad de pracUcar la len- 
''gua, y no de expresar las ideas 
politlcas del autor sobre la re- 
volucion Espanola. 

A la orden de ataque dada 
por cl comandante de las fucr- 
zas guvcrnamentales, empezo el 
asedio del Alcazar que duro 
cerca de dos meses. Ola tras ola • 
subleron los miiidanos ai 
ataque, mas cada vez se vieron 
recbazados con fuertes bajas. 
La posldon de la fortaleza era 
magnifica,' constriiido' en el 
medio de ima plaza y en la 
cubre del cerro que forma la 
dudad de Toledo; los atacanies 
se veian obligados a atravesar 
en cada ataque, una distancla 
de unos clcn pasos bajo el fuego 
dtrecto de las armas de los de- 
fensores, que tenian a su dis- 
poslelon una media docena de 
ametralladoras. 

Viendo que con ataque dire- 
cto no se ganaba gran cosa, los 
guvemamentales empezaron a 
bombardear la plaza fuerte con 
canones. Mas pronto vieron que 
los canones ligeros de campana 
no bacian mella ninguna en los 
gruesoB muros del Alcazar, que 
construtdo condenzudamete al 
estUo de los castlUos medioe- 
vales, desaftaba los obuses de 
tlpo ligero; el calibre de los 
canones f ue aumentado y el io.S 
f ue introduddo, pero sin mayor 
resultado; tuvieron entonces 
que usar la artillerla de plaza 
y empezaron entonces a bom'^ 
bardear con el 15.5, que con ,su 
carga explosiva mas fuerte em- 
pezo a demoler progresivamente 
la fachada de la fortaleza. 

Los sltiados al princlplo no se 
preocuperon gran cosa pues es- 
peraban pronta ayuda del ex- 
terior y contaban cpn tma rap- 
Ida victoria de las tropas rebel- 
des, y los ataques de bM repub-- 
licanos fueron rapidamente 
rechazados al amparo de los 
gruesos muros del Alcazar. Mas 
el bombardeo de los canones 
empezo a arreciar rapidamente, 
y pronto no tuvieron mueho 
tempo libre para salir de los 
sotanos del castlllo, pues las gra- 
dadas caian casi en interrum- 
pida suceslon, demollendo poco 
a poco las paredes y torreones 
del edifido. Sin embargo los 
miiidanos contlnuaron • a en- 
contrar enconada resisten de 
parte de los defensores, pues 
escondldos entre los bloques de 
piedra de&prendldos de las 
paredes, mantenian im vivo 
fuego defeiutivo. 

Mas otro peligro amenazaba a 
los defensores, el numéro de 
refugiados era grande y las 
despensas del alcazar en dos o 
très dias se vaciaron, viendose 
obligados a comer la came de 
los caballos que trajeron los 
guardlas civiles, unos quaren- 
to en total, y empezaron a ma- 
tarlos con promedio de uno dla- 
rio. En cuanto a lo que la be- 
' bida se referia encontraron que 



en los sotanos mas profuncos to 
habia formado un pequeno lago 
0 clsterna, y el agua de lluvla 
so habia almacenado alii. Una 
cosa preocupaba a los refugia- 
dos sin, embargo; la falta de 
pan, pues coma bucnos Espan- 
noles hecharon a faltar macho 
esc artlculo allmenticlo dc pri- 
mera neccsidad. Entre los 
civiles dcntro del alcazar, Ha- 
bia un negodamte de Madrid 
que sabiajq tt Bji' M il^una de las 
casas veeinaB*«|Va]«tiÉàr liabia 
un cargamento de trigo, que ae 
habia qucdado dctcnido alii por 
la revoludon, y una noche ob- 
scura, undestacamcnto de vo- 
luntarios silenelosamente se ha- 
cerco a dicha casa y con un 
certero ataque. se apoderaron 
del trigo, despues de matar a 
los asediantes que estaban dor' 
midos. confiados en que los de- 
fensores no se atrcverian a sa- 
lir del Castillo. Con tma moto- 
dcleta de uno de los cadetes, 
fue Improvlsado un moUnillo, 
que, aunque imperfectamente, 
slrvio a descascarar el trigo, y 
e codnero hizo durante todo el 
asedio tortas de trigo que hld- 
eron las veces de pan para los ' 
defensores. 

Los sltiadores probaron olra 
clase de metodos ofensivos, y 
pronto los Mill tares se encon- 
traron redviendo una lluvla de 
bombas, y ametrallados por los 
aviones guvemamentales, mas 
tampoco esto pudo reduclr a la 
impotenda a los sitiados, pues 
se limitaron a esconderse en los 
profundos subterraneos del al- 
cazar y a volver a salir rapida- 
mente cundo paraba el bombar- 
deo, a rechazar a los miiidanos, 
pues no podian bombardear àl 
mlsmo tiempo que atacaban. 
Tambien probaron gases lacrl- 
mosos, pero debldo a la reduclda 
superficie del Alcazar, y al vlen- 
to que amenudo soplaba, tam- 
poco pudieron hacer gran cosa 
con los gases, mas que hacer 
Uorar a los sitladores que ec 
encontraban en las proximlda- 
des del Alcazar. Entonces deci- 
dieron hacer un tunel hasta de- 
baJo_ del Alcazar y -poner una 
gran mina con la que volar al 
aire todo el ediflclo y la gente 
que estaba denlro tambien; 
hlclcron très minas, que explo- 
taron casi simultaneamente, 
pero apesar de que la mitad del 
Alcazar volo por los aires, los 
defensores pèrmanederon me- 
dio enterrados entre lus 
ruinas, aun reslsllendo de- 
sesperadamente, y no vivlcndo 
mas que en los subterraneos del 
Castillo, donde habian organlza- 
do una Iglesia y un hospital 

Cuando ya las provislones 
llegaban al final, y mas de la 
mltad de los defensores se ha- 
bian muerto, induyendo muchas 
de las mujcres y ntnos, famllla- 
res de los soldados, al cabo do 
cerca dos meses llegaron las 
tropas de Franco, que habian 
cubierto las ultimas millas antes 
de llegar a la dudad a paso 
ligero, tanta eran las ganas que 
lenian de libertar a los valien- 
tes defesores, que habian lucha- 
do en proporcion de velnte con- 
tra uno.

One of Canada's leading business- 
men, Mr. Newman has been active 
in hospital work for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century. 

During his' presidency of ' the 
Western Hospital, which had been 
experiencing financial difficulties, 
Mr. Neu-man succeeded In putting 
its finances on a sound basis and 
later provided the funds to build 
the Nurses]Hme|^ior, the. Western 
Hospital, whicta^was' ' com^^ In 
1020, 

Mr. Newman was successful In 
bringing about the anialgamatlon of 
the Western Hospital with the 
Montreal General In 1924, following 
which he became Vice-President of 
the latter institution. In addition, 
Mr. Newman has contributed sub- 
stantial amounts to the Hospital for 
the purchase of radium. 

It Is understood that Mr. Newman 
is remaining as President of the 
Verdun Protestant Hospital, He is 
also Honorary President of Julius 
Richardson Convalescent Hospital, 
Chateauguay, Que., and a Director 
of Sbawbridge Boys* Farm.. He is 
a Governor of McGill University.

Art Teaching 
To Children 
Is Expounded 

Miss Taylor 
Tells Experience 
With Deaf, Blind 

. Yesterday aftemoon in the B.V.C. 
common room, Miss Audrey Taylor, 
chief instructor of children's classes 

at the Art Gallery of Montreal, 
spoke on her experience in teach- 
ing art to mentally deficient and 
handicapped children. Among the 
latter, the deaf are the easiest to 
teach, their vision being keenly de- 
veloped. The blind are the most 
difficult They are taught mainly 
tactile arts, but derive a certain 
knowledge of colour from reading, 
and learn to draw, paint, and em 
brolder, as welt as to model. 

Art serves as an emotional re- 
lease for these children, not as a 
cure. Working with color excites 
them intensely, therefore some of 
them must be restricted to pencil 
drawing and block building.- Their 
drawings remain very similar to 
those of normal ' children of the 
same mental age, but show little 
development. Miss Taylor illustrated 
per unusually interesting talk with 
paintings by mentally deficient 
children and a few by normal pre- 
school children.

Deportation Runiors 
Have No Confirmation 

Last Report States 
1,356 Students Interned 

From the Royal Norwegian Government's Press 
Attache in Canada 
There is no confirmution to tlic rumors that about 1150 stu- 
dents and 20 professors will be deported from Norway to Ger- 
many today. 

.\ccording to the latest reports from German-controlled 
sources, there are about 1356 students interned and "it is expect- 
ed that about 200 will pass the loyalty test." 

The interned students have been supplied with haversacks 
containing clothes, shoes and < ' 
toilet articles. These prepara- 
tions seem to confirm the fact 
that their departure is imminent. 

It is generally believed that 
once the student's are in Ger- 
many, they will receive a "polit- 
ical upbringing" paralleled with 
some military training, as the 
Germans stress the fact that the 
stiidents are to be regarded as 
having been led astray political- 
ly and their souls damaged by 
the academic milieu. 

In an editorial today, the Daily 
Telegraph writes: "At a moment 
when Norway's Indomitable resist- 
anco to the Germans Is meeting the 
sternest test, the celebration by 
the Knights of the Round Table in 
honor of King Haakon and his 
people and other nations of the 
North Sea, was not only commem- 
orative but far-sighted. 

"King Haakon might well be 
proud of Norway's part In the war.

James Scores 
Isolationism 

Stresses -Value 
Of Closer ' 
Canada-U.S. Ties 

People who have had the oppor- 
tunity of participating in the na- 
tional life of more than one great 
country have an extra responsibility 
In the post-war reconstruction peri- 
od, - Dr. F. ^ Cyril James, principal 
and vice-chancellor of McGllI Uni- 
versity, declared yesterday before 
the American Women's Club meet- 
ing held in the Windsor Hotel. Such 
persons, he added would have the 
task> of interpreting their feUow- 
citizens to the other country and of 
facilitating mutual undimtifiding. 

Although he confined his remarks 
chiefly to Canada and Canada's 
post-war responsibilities. Dr. James 
pointed out that they were almost 
equally applicable to the United 
States. 

Stressing the point that an isola- 
tionist policy would be futile in 
the post-war world, and declaring 
that no country, "not even the 
United States," could expect peace 
or prosperity under auch a policy. 
Dr. James said that Canada, "be- 
cause she is a nation," must play 
an active part in the development 
of a program for security after the 
war. 

Canada's second great responsi- 
bility, he saw as the responsibility 
for helping to feed the starving mil- 
lions of Europe. In this, he said. 
Canada would have to be supported 
by the United States, Argentina. 
Australia and Africa. Canada as 
"one of the wealthiest countries in 
the world per. capita," would have 
to aid in {trovidlng capital to re- 
build the European countries so 
devastated by the war. 

Because of her great interest in 
international trade, it would be 
Canada's responsibility to help wipe 
out obstacles to such trade. Dr. 
James said, adding that "it is per- 
fectly clear that if Canada Is . to 
assume these International respon- 
sibilities, she has much to do at 
home." f 

The problem of providing the 
needed capital for such imdertak- 
ings was chiefly one of private en- 
terprise, the speaker fald. Funda- 
mentally it was a .problem belong' 
ing to each community. 

In Dr. James opinion there was a 
need for better public investment 
in the post-war era, "but," he said, 
"if public investment is really going 
to do something for Canada, every 
community must have' a' elear-cut 
idea of what it would like to l>e— 
a fact which applies to rural com- 
munities just as much as to urban 
ones." 

. ilie McGill principal also called 
for a more satisfactory scheme of 
social security "in the broadest 
sense of the term," more equal edu 
cational opportunities for all Can 
adian children, and better health 
care for all citizens. 

"These questions," he said, "will 
be decided not by governments but 
by the individual taxpayers and 
voters— that is the quality of dem- 
ocracy." • . . 



29 WOMEN ENROLLED 
IN VARSITY MEDICINE ' 

Toronto.- (aUJ.)— This year, en- 
rolment of 29 women in the first 
year of the Faculty of Medicine of 
Varsity marks an all-time high, 
according to an announcement made 
recently by that Faculty. Last year 
only 16 women were enrolled in 
first year. 

Fifth year women in Medicine, 
like the male students, may join 
the Army. They wear the uniform 
of the Canadian Women's Army 
Corps, and after graduation are 
given a period of interning in the 
Army, finally, receiving commissions 
in the Canadian Army Medical 
Corps.
